Examiner would like to reemphasize that Arimilli does in fact disclose the concept of accessing the local addressable nnennory in which It 
is equivalent to or embedded within the polling operation that results to cache hit or local memory hit; for example, in making the access 
request to the loca! addressable memory (L1 ) which results to MISS, the request is forwarded to L2 cache memory; however, if the 
requested data is present in the L1 cache after polling operation, the requested data or memory block would be accessed and retrieved. 
In addition, as detailed in the previous office action, Arimilli discloses the coherency protoccol (column 3, lines 23-42) which is known to 
comprise the concept of routing of the request to one of a local addressable memory and local cache in response to the a local 
descriptor state; since, in order to maintain data consistency, the request must be routed to the location contains the most up-to-date 
data, or the modifed data. . 
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
